1 have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my 
Nineteenth  Annual  He])ort  of  the  Health  and 
iSanitarv  (Jonditions  of  your  District  for  the  year 
1939. 


The  Minister  of  Health  has  considered  the 
desirability  of  the  i;ve{)ort  being  curtailed  during 
the  period  of  the  war,  tlnis  TTiuch  information 
has  been  omitted  that  would  have  otherwise 
been  included. 


The  most  careful  search  of  the  annals  of 
civic  government  in  this  country  would  fail  to 
reveal  a year  which  for  the  magnitude  of  events 
and  implications  for  the  future  can  compare  with 
the  year  1939. 
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Tlio  ('inoi‘g('n(*v  wliieh  had  thrcaitened  llie 
eoiniliy  so  long  became  a reality  oii  the  .‘h*d 
Sept  (‘in  her,  1989,  and  with  it  the  ettect  of  th(‘ 
inoinentons  intei*national  events  n])on  the  eivie 
administration  of  the  ecmntry  in  general. 

It  had  ah\'ays  been  realised  tliat,  in  tlie 
event  of  war,  loeal  anthorities  would  be  called 
n|)on  to  ])lay  a part  of  vital  importance  to  the 
nation. 


Thi’onghont  the  wiiole  of  ]98(S  loeal  anthor- 
ities had  l)een  actively  engaged  in  ])reparing  Air 
I laid  Jh'eeantions  schemes. 

The  w'ork  of  Air  llaid  Preeantions  wns 
again  the  ontstajiding  feature  in  1989,  with  the 
1‘esnlt  that  w4ien  hostilities  commenced  in 
September  the  organisation  foi*  civil  defence  had 
attained  a high  standard  of  efficienev. 

As  the  statistics  which  are  supplied  by 
the  Hc^gistrar-Ceneral  are  not  to  hand  it  has  not 
been  ])ossible  to  cakadate  the  Birth  and  Death 
Hat(\s.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  Avas  a deerease  fT’om  last  year  in  the 
num})er  of  notiheations  of  l)oth  scaarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria. 

Scarlet  Eever  The  number  of  not  idea- 
tions from  this  disease  fell  b'om  421]  in  H)‘bS  to 
187  in  1939. 

Of  these  cases  9b  were  admitted  to  Thorpe 
Hospital.  The  great  majority  of  the  eases  ^yvvc 
mild  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtiterta  : — This  disease  slunved  a decrease 
from  682  in  1938  to  418  in  1939.  There  were 
22  deaths. 
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During  the  yeai*  4,01^2  eliildreii  Avere  im- 
munised. As  mentioned  in  my  last  Animal  Report 
there  are  over  18,000  children  in  the  Easington 
Rural  District  aged  14  years  and  under,  and  of 
these  10,085  had  hcnm  immunised  so  tliat  by 
adding  this  year’s  number  Ave  have  a total  of 
14,117  immunised,  or  rouglily  three-quarters  of 
the  child  population. 

418  cases  of  I)i})htheria  were  admitted  to 
4’hor})e  Hosjiital  from  the  Easington  Rural  District 
during  the  year.  Of  these  154  had  been  immun- 
ised and  204  had  not  been  immunised.  Of  the 
immunised  cases  3 died  Avhilst  19  of  the  non- 
inimunised  died.

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HOUSING. 


The  year  1939  saw  the  eompletion  of  the 
four  inilliontli  lioiise  m the  eoin\trv  siiiee  1919, 
and  the  oeeasion  was  marked  by  a message'  of 
congratulation  from  H.M.  the  King,  addressed 
to  the  ^Minister  of  Health. 

In  this  District,  it  is  safe  to  say  that  np  to 
the  outbreak  of  ^^ar,  good  progress  had  been  made 
wdtii  Slum  Glearance  Scliemes,  ])nt  tlie  commence- 
ment of  liostilities  residted  in  the  virtual  cessation 
of  housing  work. 

The  Minister  of  Health  decided  it  was  necess- 
ary to  defer  the  holding  of  Inquiries  into  Slum 
Glearance  Orders,  and  local  authorities  were 
reepu'sted  not  to  take'  any  fui'thei’  stej)s  in  con- 
nection with  Gleai*ance  ()rders  which  had  not 
T’cached  the  stage  of  the  Local  Inquii*y. 

As  regards  new  houses  which  were  in  course 
of  constructioj],  the  Minister  requested  local 
authorities  to  conceutrate  on  those  houses  which 
were  iu  an  advanced  stage  of  construction,  and 
to  cease  work  on  houses  which  were  in  an  early 
stage. 


Dealing  first  of  all  then  with  the  question 
of  Clearance  Orders,  the  (Vmncil  had,  at  the 
outbreak  of  war,  made  147  Clearance  Orders, 
necessitating  the  demolition  of  3004  houses,  and 
the  erection  of  3305  new  houses  to  rehouse  3303 
families,  consisting  of  12,979  persons,  viz.  : —

This  will  leave  a])proximately  301  houses 
of  the  (Vnincil’s  five  year  programme  still  to  })e 
inelnded  in  further  Clearance  Ordei*s  or  to  be 
dealt  with  as  individual  houses.  In  addition, 
there  is,  of  course  the  question  of  the  551  colliery 
houses  at  Mnrton  known  as  “Cornwall”  in  respect 
of  which  a definite  decision  has  not  vet  been  arrived 
at. 

\\  ith  regard  to  the  ixdief  of  overcrowding, 
little  p]'ogress  has  so  far  been  made  in  vieAv  of 
the  Coimcirs  ])oIicv  to  concentrate  on  completion 
of  the  Shim  Cleai'ance  ])rogramme.  Nevertheless, 
a])art  from  actual  house  building  in  resyiect  of 
overcrowding,  the  whole  of  the  yireliminaries  have 
been  dealt  with  and  ev(Tything  is  in  order  foi*  the 
commencement  of  building  as  soon  as  the  end  of 
the  Shim  Clearance  programme  is  in  sight. 

The  nndermentioned  houses,  which  we]*e 
erected  for  families  from  Clearance  Orders,  lint 
which  could  not  be  so  allocated  ow  ing  to  the  fact 
that  the  Ihiblic  Inquiry  into  the  Clearance  Orders 
had  been  postponed  on  account  of  the  war,  have 
Avith  the  Minister’s  approval  been  let  to  over- 
crowaled  families,  viz.  : —

The  total  iiiiiiibe]*  of  houses  erected  and  in 
course  of  ei’cction  under  the  Council’s  jurisdiction 
is  now  4729  (after  ti'ansf erring  J47  to  >Scahani 
Urban  District  Council  under  the  J^ocal  Govern- 
nient  Act,  1929)  as  the  follo^\ing  schedule  shows,

In  spite  of  this  large  and  ever  increasing 
lioiising  undertaking  with  its  consequent  additional 
i*ent  collection  ditiicrdties,  a steady  decrease  in 
the  outstanding  arrears  continues. 

The  total  arrears  outstanding  on  the  ‘list 
December,  1939  was  £7329  7s.  1-Jd.  being  a re- 
duction of  £1,359  Is.  Od.  during  the  year. 

Under  the  Housing  (Flinergency  l\)wers)  Act, 
1939,  and  the  Essential  Buildings  and  Dlant 
(Repair  of  War  Damage)  Act,  1939,  local  author- 
ities have  been  given  powers  and  duties  which 
may  involve  them  in  a considerable  amount  of 
work,  but  at  the  moment  it  is  not  possible  to 
envisage  just  how  the  normal  activities  of  Housing 
Authorities  will  be  affected  by  the  war. 

During  the  year  65  houses  were  erected  in 
the  District  by  Private  Enterprise.

There  are  twa)  producei’s  of  tuberculin  tested 
milk  and  25  pro(hicers  of  accredited  milk  in  the 
District.  In  addition  there  are  101  wholesale 
and  retail  producers  of  milk. 


The  pasteurising  plant  has  been  ins])ected 
from  time  to  time  and  there  are  18  retailcj’s  of 
pasteurised  milk  registered  under  the  Milk  (S])ecial 
Designations)  Order,  1980. 


Meat  and  Slaughtekhouses.  Regular  meat 
inspection  has  been  carried  out  at  the  40  slaughter- 
houses in  our  District,  and  also  a number  of 
inspections  were  made  of  priyate  slaughtering  of 
pigs,  resulting  in  a total  of  oyer  3 tons  of  meat 
condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  consumption. 
All  this  condenmed  meat  w^as  notified  or 
voluntarily  surrendered.
